Under three codicils filed in Surrogates 
Court on Tuesday with the will of Mrs 
Louisine W. Havemeyer, widow of Henry 
©. Havemeyer, the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art receives a collection of nearl) 
two hundred paintings and pastels as well 
as other art objects, which is one of the 
finest in the United States and has a value 
of several million dollars. It includes 
some of the most highly prized works of 
great masters. 

Mrs. Havemeyer provided that the col 
lection should be known as the H. O 
Havemeyer collection in memory of het 
husband, who was a pioneer in the Amer 
ican sugar refining industry. 

The Havemeyer collection will be en 
thusiastically accepted by the Metro 
politan Museum, its president, Robert W 
de Forest, said 

Mrs. Havemeyer, long an art patron 
and also a founder of the National Wo 
man's party, having been a militant suf 
frage leader, died on January 6 last in 
her residence at 1 East Sixty-sixth 
Street, which houses most of or all of 
the collection that will pass to the public 
through the Metropolitan Museum. Mr 
and Mrs. Havemever collected the paint 
ings and other art objects over a period 
of many years, 

Phe collection includes the works ol 
Rembrandt, Corot, Hals, Goya, Degas, El 
Greco, Millet, Rubens and numerous other 
masters, 

Following the death of Mrs. Have 
meyer, there was speculation in art cir 
cles as to what disposition her will would 
make of the art collection. There had 
been no intimation of her intention to 
bequeath it in its entirety to the Metro 
politan Museum. In fact the will of 
Mrs. Havemeyer indicated that she had 
not always intended that the museum 
should receive her art treasures.

This opinion is partly based | 
upon the fact that several fragments | 
of other statues and temple reliefs bear 
ing the cartouche of Userkaf were found | 
near the head.

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BROOKLYN BUYS 
HOFFMAN STATUES 


The two pieces of black marble sculp- 
ture by Malvina Hoffman, which at- 
tracted so much attention and comment 
in her recent exhibition at the Grand 
Central Galleries, were included in that 
exhibition although they had been pur- 
chased before the exhibition opened by 
the Brooklyn Museum. Announcement 
has just been made officially of their new 
acquisition. The two pieces which are 
now familiar to the public through the 
critics’ comment are “Martinique Girl” 
and “Senegalese Soldier,” two simplified 
personal expressions of the artist in 
black marble. 

The exhibition is now on the way to 
the Carnegie Institute in Pittsburgh so 
that the pieces will not be available at 
the Brooklyn Museum until after March 
at which time they will be shown in the 
sculpture court. 

Miss Hoffman, who is one of Amer- 
ica’s best known sculptors, also has work 
in the museums in New York, Detroit,

WATERCOLORS TO BE 
SHOWN IN BROOKLYN 


One of the most popular exhibitions 
that the Brooklyn Museum arranges 
periodically will open on January 21st. 
This will be the 5th International Ex- 
hibition of Watercolors, Pastels, and 
Drawings. Invitations to exhibit were 
sent out in November so that the show 
has been in the process of organization 
ever since. One of its principal virtues 
is the fact that it is an invitation show 
arranged by the authorities of the mu- 
seum. It will be made up of over 550 
pictures by 125 exhibitors from all over 
the United States and including several 
foreign painters. This means a repre- 
sentative showing by each artist, all of 
whose pictures will be exhibited in a 
group. 

These exhibitions occur every two 
years and have always proved a source 
of great interest to both the artist and 
the public, partly for the reason that 
practically no exhibitor is invited whose 
work has been shown in the previous 
exhibition. The strength of this show 
is not dependent upon well known names, 
although there are many of these in- 
cluded, but it is chosen from work done 
by the artists in the last two years with 
the idea of presenting a representative 
collection to the public and of giving 
artists worthy in the eyes of the museum 
authorities an opportunity to exhibit. 

In conjunction with the watercolors 
there will be an exhibition of minia- 
tures by the Brooklyn Society of Minia- 
ture Painters. This is the 11th Annual 
Exhibition of the Society and will in- 
clude ninety miniatures. 

Both these exhibitions will continue 
until February 18th.

the most important statues ever added| 
to the classical collection of the Metro 
politan Museum of Art, according to 
Edward Robinson, director of the mu- 
seum., 

The marble hero is Protesilaos—an 
athletic figure, somewhat over life-size, 
standing on a slanting base, and leaning 
back slightly as if to acquire momentum 
for throwing a spear against an enemy. 
Apparently, this is the only extant statue 
of him except for a fragment in the 
British Museum, according to Gisela M. 
A. Richter, curator of the museum's 
classical department. To identify this 
marble as a portrayal of Protesilaos ;se- 
quired some detective work on the part 
of the museum’s classical staff. 

Protesilaos was the first Greek soldier 
killed in the war with Troy. As the

A little less than two months after 
Mrs. Havemeyer made her codicil she 
executed a third. This bears the date 


August 18, 1922, and under its terms she 
bequeathed the rest of her collection to 
the museum. Without further enumera- 
tion of the various objecs, Mrs. Have- 
meyer gave all other “such paintings, pic- 
tures, engravings, statuary and works of 


art, by my will bequeathed to my chil- 
dren.” 
Mrs. Havemeyer indicated that she 


was uncertain of the acceptance of her 
gifts by the museum, for she wrote: 
“If not accepted within a year of my 
death by the museum for permanent ex 
hibition, it shall revert to my estate and 
pass under the provision of Article II 
of my will.” 

This article left the art to her son and 











two daughters. In view, however, of the 
statement by Mr. de Forest, there seems 
no doubt about the museum’s acceptance. 

Mrs. Havemeyer had been a connois- 
seur and collector of art since her girl- 
hood. As a girl she saved her pin-money 
until she was able to purchase a canvas 
by Degas, the first of his works to enter 
an American collection. She knew De- 
gas, and several of his paintings are now 
in the collection left by her. She also 
owned a group of curious sculptures, said 
to be unique in the United States. These 
were lent to the Metropolitan Museum 
for a year or more, and were returned 
mly a few months ago. 

No valuation of the estate of Mrs. 
Havemeyer could be obtained, but her 
husband left an estate valued at $17,107,- 
165. Under the will of Mr. Havemeyer, 
his property passed to his wife and three 
children. Mrs. Havemeyer _ received 
$1,252,357 outright, and a third life in- 
terest in the residuary estate, over which 
she received the power of appointment.

One of the interesting surprises in the 
first session was the demand for items 
pertaining to Robert and Elizabeth 
Browning, all of which far exceeded the 
prices which had been anticipated for 
them. A presentation copy of the first 
edition of Mrs. Browning’s first work, 
printed by her father in her early youth, 
The Battle of Marathon, went to the 
Rosenbach Company for $17,500, while 
an exceedingly rare first edition of 
Robert Browning’s Pauline, in the orig- 
inal boards, went to Barnet J. Beyer for 
$16,000. 

The highest price of the second session 
of the sale, $27,000, paid for the com- 
plete Byron autograph manuscript of 
Marino Faliere, including a preface, dedi- 
catory letter and two letters to John | | 
Murray, Byron’s publisher, was again 
paid by Dr. Rosenbach. Gabriel Wells 
was the underbidder, up to $26,000. Dr. 
Rosenbach also bought a first edition of 


Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland for 
$10,000. 


Although defeated by Dr. Rosenbach 
in the acquisition of Marino Faliere, 
Gabriel Wells secured another highly 


important Byron item, the manuscript of 
cantos 14 and 15 of Don Juan, 
he paid $20,000, the second highest price 
of the session. Barnet J. Beyer was the 
underbidder up to $19,500. 

Mr. Wells got Byron’s manuscript of 
his Childish Recollections with minor 
Byron autographic material for $4,400; 
a first edition of Byron’s poems, once 
owned by his half sister, for $3,000; the 
first and last leaves of Byron’s manu- 
script of the third canto of Childe Har- 


old’s Pilgrimage for $3,250; a copy of 
the first edition of Childe Harold’s Pil- 
grimage, inscribed by Byron to his 


friend, W. J. Bankes, who loaned it to 
Miss Milbanke, who returned it with 
an admiring note, and thus laid the 
foundation of the romance which joined 
her with Byron, for $5,100, and a first 
edition of The Giaour by Byron, for 
$8,250. 

Mr. Beyer’s purchases included 
Byron’s original manuscript of The 
Dream for $8,250 and an author’s presen- 
tation copy of a privately printed first 
edition of Carlyle’s Sartor Resartus for 
$3,500. The Brick Row Bookshop got 
Joseph Conrad’s manuscript of Youth 
for $2,800 and Conrad’s manuscript of 
Under Western Eyes for $7,250. Richard 
Gimbel paid $4,000 for the original first 
typewritten copy of Conrad’s Victory. 

The feature of the third session of 
the sale was the Dicken’s library, $252,- 
540 being paid for 113 items. Included 
in this total was the largest single sale 
of the evening, a perfect first edition 
of the Pickwick Papers, sold to Alwin 
J. Scheuer for $28,000. 

Other Dickens items which brought 
large prices were his book of memoranda 
from 1855 to the close of his life, con- 
taining suggestions for plots, names, dia- 
logues, etc., bought by Dr. A. S. W. 
Rosenbach for $15,000; the complete 
original manuscript of The Perils of 
Certain English Prisoners bought by 
Charles Sessler for $15,000; a first edi- 
tion of The Strange Gentleman by Dr. 
Rosenbach for $10,500, and a presenta- 
tion copy of the first edition of A Tale 
of Two Cities bought by Gabriel Wells 
for $10,250. 

Other large sales included the Beverly 
Chew copy of the first edition of Robin- 
son Crusoe bought by James S. Drake 
for $11,500

work, 

Another outstanding sale 
copy of the first edition of Thomas 
Gray’s An Elegy Wrote in a Country 
Church Yard for which Charles Sessler 
paid $12,000. The poem was published 
in 1751 to sell at sixpence. 

The next highest price was 
paid by James F. Drake for the exces 
sively rare first edition of Edward Fitz- 
gerald’s Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam, the 
Astronomer Poet of Persia, described as 
in perfect condition. A rare first edi- 
tion copy in original wrappers of Gold- 
smith’s She Stoops to Conquer; The 
Mistakes of a Night, went to Dr. Rosen- 
bach for $8,000, the work being a first 
issue, 

The second highest price of the fifth 
session, of which the highest price has 
been rated in our first paragraph, was 
$11,000, paid by Charles Sessler for one 
page of the original manuscript of Sam- 
uel Johnson’s Dictionary. It is an early 
draft of his definition and illustration of 
the word “versification,” and also sets 
a record for a single page of Johnson 
manuscript. Johnson’s own copy of the 
first edition of The Prince of Abyssinia, 
seven corrections in his own hand, and 
apparently presented by Johnson to Sam- 
uel Richardson, was sold to the Brick 
Row Book Shop for $5,800, after spirited 
bidding which started at $500. 

A fine letter by Johnson to Mrs. 
Thrale, in criticism of Grey’s Elegy, in 
which Grey is called “wrong-headed,” 
was bought by Mr. Sessler for $5,500. 
The rare first edition of Hardy’s first 
book, Desperate Remedies, went to Alwin 
J. Scheuer for $4,800, with the bidding 
starting at $1,000, and an uncut copy of 
Hawthorne’s Fanshawe, an extremely

Even those 


who had been closely associated with 


her had had no warning of Mrs. Have- 
meyer’s intention and it was generally 
believed that no gift to the museum was 


contemplated. There were rumors that 


Mrs. Havemeyer was not completely in 
sympathy with the administration of the 
museum, and it is known that she had 


recently refused to loan parts of her 
collection for exhibition there. 

It will be some time before the full 
extent of the gift is known. No cata- 
logue of the collection has ever been 
made; no visitor has ever seen all of 
its treasures. Every room of her huge 
house was filled, every closet. There 
were priceless things in bureau drawers; 
trunks richer than pirates’ treasure chests 
were stored in the cellar. Even without 
the Persian art which was willed to 
Horace Havemeyer the collection is 
enormous, tremendously varied, of the 
finest quality and in many fields it is 
unrivalled. The pleasant labor of cata- 
loguing and arranging the collection will 
necessarily be long. 

It is unfortunate that the rejoicing 
which should naturally follow so gen- 
erous an act is less universal. The fact 
that a very general fear exists that the 
museum will fail to make the most of 
its opportunity is a comment of which 
that institution cannot be proud. The 
attitude of the painting department, at 
least as expressed by its purchases, is not 
one which would lead anyone to believe 
that Mrs. Havemeyer’s fine Cezannes, 
the Monets, Courbets, Degas and the 
Renoir will be cordially and sympa- 
thetically received. 

The addition of nearly two hundred 
paintings to the museum collections will 
probably necessitate some rearrangement.

Caffieri Bust 
Is Acquired by 
the Metropolitan

Museum of Art 

The name of Jean-Jacques Caffieri 
(1725-1792) is written high on the roll of 
French XVIIIth century sculptors. Caf- 
fieri’s sculpture, however, was limited in 
number as compared with that of several 
of his fellow artists, and consequently, 
although his work has acquired an ac- 
knowledged rarity, his fame has been 
somewhat eclipsed by that of his more 
prolific contemporaries. For America, 
and for New York especially, Caffieri will 
always, however, hold a particular in- 
terest. It was he who designed and exe- 
cuted the monument, now standing under 
the portico of Saint Paul’s Chapel, New 
York City, erected in 1777 by order of 
Congress to commemorate “the patriotism, 
conduct, enterprise and perseverance” of 
Major-General Richard Montgomery. 
Furthermore, it should be added that he 
made a number of portrait busts of Ben- 
jamin Franklin, one of which, together 
with the model of the Montgomery monu- 


ment, was exhibited in the Paris Salon 
of 1777. Caffieri’s entries in this Salon 
numbered four. We have noted the 





Franklin bust and the Montgomery monu- 
ment; the other two were portraits of 
Pierre Corneille and of the Maréchal du 
Muy. The latter bust has now been ac- 
quired by the Metropolitan Museum and 
may rightly be described as one of its 
most important sculptural acquisitions of 
recent years. It is exhibited in the Room 
of Recent Accessions. 

Du Muy is portrayed with his head 
slightly turned to the right in an attitude 
of dignity and composure. The hair is 
brushed back from his forehead, curled 
at the sides, and tied with a large ribbon 
at the back. Around his neck is a stock. 
A mantle, thrown over the left shoulder, 
and a wide sash, worn diagonally over the 
right, partially reveal a cuirass. Sus- 
pended on a ribbon is the eight-pointed 
cross with fleur-de-lis of the Order of the 
Saint-Esprit, a larger badge of which ap- 
pears on the mantle. On the left side 


of the moulded base is the signature: 
I. I. CarFiert, Scutpsit 1776. On the 
front is the marshal’s full name and 
titles: Lours-NicoLas-Victor pe FEtrx 
C.Te pu Muy M.A" pe France, and be- 
neath it the following eulogy :

Concerning Du Muy’s life I can do no 
better than to quote from the account in 
the Biographie Universelle: 

“Louis-Nicolas-Victor de Felix, Comte 
du Muy, Marshal of France, was born in 
1711 at Marseilles and died on the tenth 
of October, 1775, at Paris. A member 
of a family originating in Piedmont, he 
was a son of the sous-gouverneur of the 
Dauphin, father of Louis XVI.

The marble version of the bust was, as 
the inscription indicates, finished some- 
time within the next year. It was seen 
at the Salon of 1777 by Gabriel de Saint- 
Aubin, who sketched it in the margin of 
his catalogue and noted also the inscrip- 
tion from Horace. 

The life of Jean-Jacques Cafheri has 
been covered in so detailed and admirable 
a fashion by M. Guiffrey that only a 
brief résumé is here necessary. ‘The son 
of Jacques Caffieri, well known as a 
sculptor and bronze-founder, he was a 
grandson of the famous Philippe Caffieri 
the Elder, who was called from his native 
Rome to Paris in 1660, there to fill an 
important place in the great artistic or- 
ganization directed by Le Brun. Jean- 
Jacques studied first under his father and 
then under Jean-Baptiste Lemoyne. In 
1749 he won the Prix de Rome and short- 
ly left Paris for the Eternal City, where 
he remained until 1753. He returned to 
Paris in 1754 and in 1759 was accepted 
as an Academician in the Royal Academy 
of Painting and Sculpture. His morceau 
de reception, a Fleuve, is now in the 
Louvre. Cafheri was most successful in 
his portrait busts, although he at various 
times produced full-length figures as well 
as involved compositions. His most fa- 
mous portraits are those in the series of 
literary and theatrical celebrities in the 
Théatre Francais. Caffieri was known to 
his contemporaries as vain, jealous, and 
an insatiable seeker for honors. But what- 
ever may have been his qualities as a 
man, as a sculptor he is justly accorded 
a place beside Houdon as one of the great 
portraitists of the XVIIIth century. 
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
